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E'VE DONE OUR share—and we will go no further! 
We've done the research, we've scoured our extensive photo 
archives, we've scanned 350 photos, designed 180 pages. We select- 
ed the candidates, and now it’s your job to pick the winner: Who is the most 
beautiful woman in wrestling history?

The selections were based on the 
women’s looks in their prime years, so even if you can relate only to the septua- 
genarian Mae Young of today, her inclusion is based on the foxy Mae Young of 
the 1940s. : 

Now, when it comes to casting your votes, please keep in mind the following: 

«Don't be swayed,by a woman’s recent popularity. This contest includes 
women from different eras, some of whom you may not be familiar with. Some 
are from so far back, you might be negatively influenced by out-of-date hairstyles 
or wardrobes.

Perhaps, but 
don't place Jacquelyn over Nell simply because she’s around today—and certain- 
ly not because she wears less clothing.

Discount the fact that some of the women are in 
color and some in black and white. In real life, they are all in color.

There appeared to be so much potential. She put mil- 
lions of male viewers in a trance when she lured a camera- 
man into a hotel room in| February 1998. Her enticing 
demeanor was directed toward David Flair, whose iden- 
tity wasn’t known at the time, and fans everywhere 

enjoyed the tide: By the end of 1999, she was a 
member of the ilthy Animals’ entourage and best 
known as the holder of Billy Kidman’s “kidcam.” 

Wilson’s radiant beauty, dazzling smile, and 
hourglass figure were enough to place her at the top 
of the “sexiest woman” category in the 2000 “PWI 
Poll.” Looks alone got her far in the business, 
although she had no significant impact on WCW story- 
lines. 

She eventually rejected Kidman and joined Shane 
Douglas. After nearly three years with the company, 
she had a legitimate speaking role. Her delivery wasn’t 
very convincing and her flaws began to show. WCW. 
released Wilson from her very lucrative contract in 
early-2001.

Henry and her consequent

it kept the veteran in the spot- 
light at a time when most 78- 
year-old women are knitting in 
their rocking chairs. Before her 
engagement to Henry, she 
had cemented her offbeat rep- 
utation by removing her top at 
the Royal Rumble 2000 swim- 
suit competition. Her partner- 
= ship with Fabulous Moolah 
gave life to the oddest tag 
team in the WWF since Jerry 
Brisco and Pat Patterson. 

But she’s more than a 

comic figure. She proved her 
| mettle when Buh Buh Ray 
Dudley power-bombed her 
through a table nearly 15 feet 
“below a rampway. 
Young was strikingly beau- 
tiful during her heyday in the 
1940s and ’50s. Aside from 
being a top challenger to 
women’s champions Mildred 
Burke and June Byers, she 
was part of the first-ever 
ladies’ tour of Japan in 1953. 
Her feud with Mae Weston 
was particularly intense. A 
perennial bad girl, Young 
added a sexy dimension to 
her trademark strut borrowed 
from her contemporaries, 
Buddy Rogers and Danny 
McShane. In later years, she 
was one of the few women to 
have a male valet, namely 
Lord Randolph Whitmore III. 

Young and Moolah have 
Operated a training school for 
several years and, despite 
their numerous independent 
gigs, remain on cell for the 
WWF. 
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It takes more than a saucer of milk to tame this sex kitten, 
as-was proven during her initial stint with ECW during the 
mid-1990s. There, she was known by the provocative 
moniker, Kimona Wanalaya. During her heyday there, she 
defected from Raven's camp to join Tommy Dreamer.

Tammy was the original Internet beauty, with more Web 
. sites in her honor than any other wrestling star. But she 
. was simply the girlfriend of a wrestler, Chris Candido, 
before Jim Cornette convinced her to become:a manager 
in Smoky Mountain Wrestling. As Tammy Fytch, she 
Y hailed Hillary Clinton as her role model—and managed 
\ ‘Candido, Brian Lee, and others with great success. 
She and Candido became “Skip” and “Sunny’— 
. The Bodydonnas—in the WWF, where she became a 
multimedia superstar overnight. Besides 
managing Skip and his partner, Zip (Tom 
Prichard) to the World tag team title, she 
was one of the federation’s most 
sought-after attractions and was 
profiled’ by Entertainment To- 
night prior to the WWF's 
incredible resurgence. 

After a dispute with the 
WWF, Sytch and Candido 
went back to ECW. Candido _ 
went first and formed the 

Triple Threat with Shane 
Douglas and Bam Bam 
Bigelow. Sytch turned 
against Lance Storm, 
who had foolishly 
thought Tammy would 
help him against Can- 
dido. Many catfights later, 
ECW released Tammy be- 
cause of “personal problems.” 
The duo had a short-lived) run in 
WCW in 2000 before Tammy was 
again released. 
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It was bad enough when Ivory goaded Fabulous Bian into a 
last-minute WWF women’s title defense. It was worse when Ivory 
used roughhouse tactics to beat Moolah within seconds. But it was 
downright unforgivable when she clotheslined Moolah’s friend, Mae 
Young, over the top rope for good measure. 

Ivory has always been high-strung. 

As a scrappy newcomer, she gained notoriety as Tina Moretti in 
the Ladies Professional Wrestling Association in the 
early-1990s. Prior to that, she had wrestled for GLOW. 

Ivory was relatively unknown when she made her 
WWF debut as a valet for D-Lo Brown and Mark 
Henry. It was unclear whether the veteran would 
be satisfied as a valet, become a full-fledged man- 
ager, or assume an active wrestling schedule. 

She ditched Brown and Henry, and then tar- 
geted the very vulnerable WWF women’s 
champ at the time, Debra. She easily defeated 
Debra on June 8, 1999. 

Unfortunately, Ivory’s fiery temper and big 
mouth eroded her popularity. She dropped 
the belt to Moolah on October 17 of that year 
and regained it a week later. 

After losing the belt to The Kat, Ivory 
became largely irrelevant. Steven Richards 
jumpstarted Ivory’s career by persuading her 
to join the Right To Censor. Ivory went from 
high-strung to uptight, often compared to the 
Lillith character from Cheers. She captured anoth- 
er women’s title from Lita on, appropriately, 
Halloween of 2000. = 

Ivory was embroiled in controversy again when | 
she took credit for sidelining Chyna with an injured | 
neck. Her third reign lasted five months—until 
Chyna gained retribution at WrestleMania XVII. 
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This Texas twister was the most popular fe . 
star in the Lone Star State for many years. She — 
was best known for her well-styled blonde hair, r 
her matches. Stewart was quite aggressive for 4 
for her furious opening bell attack. Slaps, hail 
acterized her offensive arsenal. . 
‘ Early in Stewart’s career, she was touted as 4 ie 
women’s champ. Fabulous Moolah never came close 40 rel 
quishing the title to her, holding the women’s belt during 
Stewart's entire career. Stewart did carve out a respectable ~ 
niche in the South and reigned as the Texas 

women’s champion for quite a while. 

While Stewart didn’t label herself a “cow- 
girl,” she was the role model for many 
women bearing that nickname in futur 

generations. 
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“Too legit to quit” is how Jacquelyn has described herself, 
but many male wrestlers didn’t see her as very “legit” when 
she started crossing into their territory. As Miss Texas, she | 
defeated one foe after another in the USWA—including both \} 
members of PG-13—to become a hot prospect. She became | — | 
the first woman to crack the “PW/ 500,” listed at 483 in 1993. iC 
Kevin Sullivan recruited Jacquelyn in 1997 to assist in his y% 
feud against Chris Benoit and Woman in WCW. She not only 
intimidated Woman, but became a physical force against 
Benoit as well. It wasn’t long before she was embarrassing 
WCW cruiserweight champ Disco Inferno. 
WWF star Marc Mero was next to enlist Jacquelyn’s 
help. Accustomed to winning, Jacquelyn was humil- 
iated when Sable beat her in a swimsuit competi- 
tion. She smashed the winner's trophy over 
Sable’s head. Jacquelyn did better in the ring 
against Sable, beating her in a tournament 
final for the reactivated WWF women’s cham- 
pionship in September 1998. 
After a brief association with Terri 
Runnels and Ryan Shamrock in PMS, she 
returned to active competition, eventual- 
ly defeating Harvey Wippleman for the 
women’s belt in 2000. She is now 
drinking beer, smoking cigars, and 
playing cards with The Acolytes NX 
and training prospective wrestlers %

Rena Mero. debuted as Hunter Hearst Helmsley’s 
valet, Sable, in early-1997. Helmsley’s frequent bul- 
lying tactics were thwarted at WrestleMania xil 
when Rena’s husband, Marc, made a Surprise 
appearance following his departure from WCW. 

The pair was the WWF's glamour couple until a 
knee injury took Marc out of action. By the time he 
returned, Sable had absorbed so much of the 
spotlight that there was little left for Marc. When 
Mero turned against his wife, Sable became the | 
victim and, perhaps without trying, became the | 
WWF’s greatest heroine since Wendi Richter. 

While her figure surpassed her wrestling skills, 

Sable did manage to defeat Jacquelyn for the WWF 
women’s title on November 15, 1998. Midway through 
her six-month,reign, Sable began exhibiting an arro- 
gant attitude. Perhaps it was her layout in Playboy that 
led to record-breaking sales, or the movie offers, or the 
mainstream publicity. Whatever it was, Sable changed 
her demeanor and hired Nicole Bass as her bodyguard. 

Her relationship with the WWF hit bottom when Com- 
missioner Shawn Michaels awarded Debra the women’s 
title following an evening gown match, although it 
appeared Sable had won the match with the help of Bass. 

Mero accused the WWF of punishing her for refusing to 
expose her breasts on Raw. She filed a $110-million law- 
suit against the company in June 1999, claiming negligence, 
breach of contract, unfair trade practices, and intentional 
infliction of emotional distress. The WWF settled out of 
court for an undisclosed sum, although Mero did not win 
the rights to the Sable trademark.

runner of the soap opera themes employed in the 
WWF today, the story of Jeannje Clarke, Toni 
Adams, Chris Adams, and Steve Austin was the 
talk of Texas a decade ago. In fact, it helped 
launch the Adams-Austin conflict to third runner- 
up for the PW/ Feud of the Year Award in 1990. 

The feud began during what was supposed to 
be a scientific teacher vs. student match pitting 
Adams vs. Austin. When Adams gained the advan- 
tage, a frustrated Austin spat in his face, prompt- 
ing Adams to punch him. 

Austin tried to psych out the “Gentleman” by 
enlisting Adams’ ex-wife, Australian-born Jeannie 
Clarke. Austin and Clarke battled Adams and his 
second wife, Toni, in a series of mixed tag team 
matches. In addition, Austin and Clarke interfered 
in several of Adams’ matches. 

Clarke eventually married Austin, Whom she fol- 
lowed to WCW. As Lady Blossom, she assisted in 
his effort to defeat TV champ Bobby Eaton in June 
1991. 

The similarities between Clarke and Austin’s new 
wife, Debra, are striking. Austin and Clarke remain 
friends to this day. That isn’t surprising, consider- 
ing it was Jeannie who admonished Austin to drink 
his tea before it became “stone-cold.” 

The rest is history.

The Oklahoma Pro Wrestling women’s cham- 
pion may be the most dominant female wrestler 
west of the Mississippi. And, in the case 
of Heather Savage, OPW Ladies cham- 
pion would be more appropriate. 
Known for her black ring attire, 
especially silky see-through 
nightie-type stuff, Savage is as far 
from the cowgirl stereotype as 
one can get. 

As soon as Savage speaks, 


pounder is a Western gal. Harder 
to snare than a buckin’ bronco, 
Savage has turned back the chal- 
lenges of Lady Venom, Misty Lynn, 
Jenna Love, and other OPW mainstays. 

The Missouri native returns to her 
home state frequently to wrestle for World 
League Wrestling. There. she has wrestled in 
mixed matches against OPW rivals Lady Venom 
and Superstar Steve, with either Bull Schmitt or 
Johnny Lett as her partner. 
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One incident in 1988 made Cheryl Roberts 
the most controversial woman in the WWF. It 
occurred in front of 11,000 fans at the Prairie 
Capital Convention Centre in Springfield, 
Illinois. Rick Rude was going through his post- 
match ritual, which entailed manager Bobby 
Heenan selecting a lucky lady from ringside. 
Typically, Heenan would escort the woman into 
the ring, where “The Ravishing One” would 
envelop her in a slow, passionate kiss that usu- 
ally brought the gal to her knees. 

Rude signaled for Heenan to escort a pretty 
brunette, seated in the last chair on the right in 
the front row. She rejected Rude’s advances. 
But Rude hadn't simply lost his touch. Cheryl 
was the wife of Jake “The Snake” Roberts. 

Embarrassed, Rude humiliated Cheryl by 
ridiculing Jake. Chery! slapped Rude. “The 
Ravishing One” twisted her arm so violently 
that Heenan tried to intervene. 

Jake emerged from the backstage area and 
tended to his wife. Rude attacked him from 
behind and beat him viciously in front of Cheryl. 

As the feud wore on, Rude continued his 
humiliation tactics. He had new tights designed 
with Cheryl’s likeness. Every time Rude gyrated 
his hips, Jake became more incensed. 

Throughout the summer and fall of '88, 
Roberts and Rude battled in a series of matches 
with a special stipulation: The first man to exe- 
cute the DDT or the Rude awakening would be 
declared the winner. With Cheryl in his corner 
for inspiration, “The Snake” usually defeated 
his nemesis. 
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She might crawl on all fours and bark at the command’ of 
Vince McMahon, but Trish Stratus is far from a dog. Arguably, 
Stratus possesses the most voluptuous figure in the WWF 
and it’s only logical that the company chairman has taken her 
as his own. As Linda McMahon prepares divorce papers with 


her.lawyers, Stratus revels in being Vince’s mistress. 

Before her willingness to speak “doggese,” as Vince 
describes it, Stratus had been rather independent. After her 
training and debut in Toronto’s Apocalypse Wrestling 
Federation, Stratus joined the WWF and transformed Test 
and Albert into T&A. While T&A didn’t win the WWF World 
tag team title, Stratus—with her cowboy hats, long ring 
jackets, and knee-high boots—used her T&A to establish 

herself as a genuine diva. 

Vince’s open courtship of 
Stratus infuriated Stephanie 
McMahon-Helmsiey, who wanted to 
prove she was the “only dominant 
female in the WWF.” Her father 
must have agreed because it was 
Vince who mopped Stratus with a 

) bucket of sewage. : 

Instead of splitting with Vince 
and becoming a breakout star, 
Stratus literally crawled back to 
McMahon and begged his forgive- 
ness. Most fans viewed Stratus as 
a sympatiietic figure until she had 
the gall to share an intense kiss 
with Vince in front of Linda. 
Stratus may enjoy being close to 
power, but, considering her recent 
groveling, may never wield it.

Xtreme Pro Wrestling. Whether Borden came out 
to sweep, carry. ring robes, or do setup for spe- 
cialty matches, she was the recipient of whis- 
tles and catcalls. 

Borden, tired of being a distraction, 
yearned to be the center of attention. Her 
shortcut to stardom was a striptease in 

the middle of the ring—and she has been 

a major player ever since. Then she took 

the ultimate shortcut by marrying XPW 

owner Rob Black. 

Thanks to her newfound status, 
Borden started getting men to do her 
dirty work for her. She has used hired 
thugs—including John Kronus, The 
Messiah, Phenomenal Phil, and other 
members of the Black Army—to phys- 
ically attack her female rivals.

She’s the most enterprising woman in 
Xtreme Pro Wrestling. Veronica Caine, along 
with main man T.J. Rush, heads The Enter- 
prise—a clique determined to take over XPW 
i ... but hasn’t gotten there quite yet. 

’ Realizing XPW owner Rob Black hordes 
most of the top talent for his own group, 
Caine settled on a different approach: 
She would recruit the promotion’s 
hungry up-and-comers, wrestlers 
desperate to reach the next level. 

Steve Rizzano, a former 
member of Black’s Army, was 
among the first to accept 
~~Caine’s offer. It doesn’t hurt 

that he constantly flatters 
Caine to remain in her good- 
graces. 

During XPW’s recent Scene of 
the Crime show, Rizzano told 

Caine that he had a new recruit 
for The Enterprise. It turned out 
to be his upcoming opponent, 
“Xtreme Luchador” Kid Kaos. 

Unfortunately for Caine 
and Rizzano, Kaos rejected 
the offer and survived out- 
side interference to win the 
match. 

It was the most em- 
barrassing moment of 
Caine’s fledgling career. 
Plus she’s still vowing to 
drive John Kronus, The 
Enterprise’s toughest 
enemy, out of XPW. Odds 
| are, the lovely Ms. Caine 
will be embarrassed 
again.

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When “Gorgeous” Jim Garvin left his original valet, Precious, in Florida, he decided to let 
Sunshine into his life. Together, they were the glitziest pair World Class Wrestling had ever 
seen. Texas fans, accustomed to down-home rasslin’, didn’t know what to make of Garvin 
and Sunshine. They held their ears as Garvin entered the arena to ZZ Top's “Sharp-Dressed 
Man” and held their noses as Sunshine sprayed the ring with perfume. 

Garvin often hid behind Sunshine, who sprayed his opponents’ eyes with perfume on 
many occasions. It was their foul tactics that led to Garvin trading the American title with 
David Von Erich in a series of matches. But Garvin and Sunshine were about to receive their 

comeuppance. Von Erich defeated Garvin in a match that required the 
loser to be the winner's servant for a day. Footage of Sunshine shoveling 
manure at the Von Erich family ranch was a thrill for Texas fans. 

Sunshine became fed up with Garvin’s manure, too. He hired an assis- 
tant, dubbed Sunshine Il. The two Sunshines clashed at the start and feud- 
ed violently, which led Garvin to fire Sunshine |. The original Sunshine 
became Chris Adams’ adviser, enabling the “Gentleman” to defeat Garvin 
for the American championship. Ultimately, Adams and Sunshine defeated 
Garvin and Sunshine II, now named Precious, in a loser-leaves-town 
match. 

After vanquishing her former meal ticket, Sunshine continued to be a 
source of exasperation for Texas rulebreakers, including Rick Rude and 
John Tatum. Her catfights with Missy Hyatt are part of World Class lore.

She became a pioneer in the business by breaking 
two barriers. First, Dark Journey was the first African- 
American valet to make a major impact. Second, she 
acted more like a manager than a valet, known for 
her intelligence as much as her beauty. 

Dark Journey debuted as Dick’Slater’s valet in the 


Mid-South. She hit Butch Reed over the head with a ~ 


purse full of lead to help her man capture the North 
American title in 1986. Within a few months, Slater 
was also the Mid-South TV champ. After Slater gave 
the TV title to Buzz Sawyer and lost the North 
American belt to Jim Duggan, both on the same day, 
Dark Journey left the territory. 

A few months later, Dark Journey returned to the 
UWF (previously Mid-South) and targeted Missy 
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Hyatt. They waged catfights throughout Oklahoma, 
Texas, and Louisiana. When Missy’s partners in 
Hyatt & Hotstuff Internationali—Eddie Gilbert and 
John Tatum—began getting involved, Dark Journey 
recruited The Missing Link. 

At about this time, Michael Hayes tried to woo 
Dark Journey to The Fabulous Freebirds. When 
sweet talk didn’t work, Hayes embraced Dark 
Journey for a passionate kiss. After waiting for what 
seemed way too long, she finally reared back and 
slapped Hayes. 

Eventually, Tully Blanchard hired Dark Journey as 
his “executive secretary” in the NWA. Dark Journey 
left wrestling entirely in 1987 to invest in a catering 
business in California. 
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She always added some class to the gruff and 
sometimes overbearing “Diamond” Dallas 

Page. Kimberly was married to Page long 

before his great success in WCW, and she 

stood in his corner as The Diamond Doll in 

the early-1990s. Due to a pre-match stipula- 
tion, however, Page actually lost his valet and 
the WCW TV title to Johnny B. Badd (Marc 
Mero) in October 1995. 

After Badd left for the WWF, she sided with 
The Booty Man (Ed Leslie) in his feud against 
. Page. The Diamond Doll became The Booty 

Babe—not exactly the best career deci- 
“~ sion. She took a hiatus to, among 
other pursuits, pose in Playboy's 

Nude Celebrities. 

When she returned, the nude 
layout prompted Randy Savage 
and Elizabeth attempts to 
humiliate her, culminating with 

Savage spray-painting Kimberly 
and DDP. That sparked the hot Page-Savage 
feud of '97. 

Kimberly became the lead dancer and chore- 
ographer for the Nitro Girls while assisting her 
man from time to time. Their relationship deteriorat- 
ed upon rumors that Buff Bagwell was pursuing 
Kimberly. Eventually, Kimberly helped Jeff Jarrett 

beat Page for the World title on April 16, 2000. She 
’ became Eric Bischoff’s personal assistant and, for 
. the first time in her career, displayed a very arro- 
“gant attitude.

She was the naughty nice girl, the queen of apartment wrestling. Cynara’s tremendous run/ began in 
the mid-1970s when she defeated Denise for the crown and continued until the early-'80s. 

So why didn’t these apartment matches, complete with coffee tables and ashtrays, degenerate into hard- 
core brawls? Actually, they were posed photographs, usually shot at posh upper West Side apartments in 
New York City. Mysteriously, though, many of the apartments had the same paintings on the walls. 

Apartment wrestling was depicted as being enjoyed by wealthy, cigar-smoking industrialists who hid 
such sneaky pastimes from their wives. Undoubtedly, prepubescent teenagers graduated to Sports 
Review Wrestling after they had exhausted their fathers’ supplies of National Geographic magazines. 

Does that diminish Cynara’s accomplishments? Not really. The predominantly adult-male reader- 
ship bought the latest copies of Sports Review just for a peek at the dirty blonde. Those issues are 
among the most coveted London Publishing magazines sought by collectors on eBay and at other 
venues. The shots-were fairly racy, with Cynara delivering a knee to a provocative location or the 
Kodak moment, a tight headscissors. 

Rulebreaking columnist Dan Shocket wrote many of the corresponding stories, turning the apart- 
ment wrestling narratives into an art form. Some of the more popular layouts were Cynara’s battles 
against Scarlett, the saucy debutante from Atlanta, Amazon Jenny, who strangled her with men’s belts 
on occasion, and Salome, whose matches against Cynara were described as “the gods allowing us to 
glimpse the power of Olympus.” 
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She knows how to strike a pose. Chin up, hands on hips, and a big, deep breath. Hold it there. Just right. 

Then Molly Holly struts down the ramp, like a female version of Popeye, before bouncing into the 
ring. She occasionally provides backup for her cousin, Hardcore. Most of the time, however, she 
serves as valet for cousin Crash. She was vitally important during Crash’s WWF hardcore title feud 
with Raven, who often benefited from the assistance of a masked female friend. Molly finally 
unmasked her, revealing Tori. 

Molly trained in 1998 Florida under Doar Malenko and Malia Hosaka and wresiled as Starla Sexton 
until making her debut in WCW as Miss Madness '99, part of Randy Savage’s entourage of women, 
which included Gorgeous George and Madusa. Miss Madness wore a crown and gown as Savage’s 
unofficial beauty queen. She surprised the crowd one evening when she kicked off her shoes, mouni- 
ed the top turnbuckle, and nailed Savage’s opponent with a missile dropkick. That became a much- 

ipated routine in Savage’s matches. 

Miss Madness left-the group. Then she became Mona and her WCW in-ring career began. She and 
Madusa had a brief feud, which sharpened Mona’s skills considerably. Ironically, WCW took her more 
seriously as eye candy than as a hardworking wrestler. Mona wrestled Little Jeannie (Sweet Destiny) 
and Brandi Alexander on Thunder and Saturday Night on several occasions, but never regained the 
prominence she enjoyed with Savage. 

Her WWF career seems more promising. She has already faced ivory on Raw and has emerged as a 
contender to the women’s title held by Chyna. At least Crash and Hardcore aren’t as catty as 
Gorgeous George and Madusa. 
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She has that intangible “it” factor that attracts fans even when 
she doesn’t have a significant impact on-_storylines. Note the 
prominent placements Major Gunns earned in two PW/ surveys 
this year. 

Gunns was the third runner-up in the first-ever Woman of the 
Year category.in PWI’s 2000 “Achievement Awards.” Considet 
the three women who outranked her: Stephanie McMahon- 
Helmsley (the WWF chairman’s daughter), Lita (a wrestling dare- 
devil), and Chyna (someone who wrestles men for a living). How 
did Gunns, who received nearly 12,000'votes, come close? 

Gunns, must have offered something other than the obvious, 
which was holding the Canadian flag for Team Canada. And it 
was Gunns who, after being forced to leave the Misfits In Action 
for Team Canada due to a pre-match stipulation, peuaved the MIA 
to help Lance Storm beat Gen. Rection. 

Perhaps it’s pure sex appeal. She edged out Trish Stratus by 
one percentage-point to be declared “wrestling’s sexiest woman” 
in this year’s “PW/I Poll.” 

Also, her gentle rapport with fans seems genuine. She had to 
work hard for her spot in WCW, starting in the backyard ranks 
before emerging as a valet for NWO 2000. 

Tim Carmichael of Boulder, Colorado, a respondent to the 
“Achievement Awards,” said it best: “I don’t care if she’s waving 


the American flag or the Canadian flag, as long as she’s bounc- | 


ing around ringside in those wonderful little outfits, she’s got my 
vote.”

ea After dismissing Debra as a 
“dumb blonde” on Raw, Jarrett 
made an about-face and asked her to 
join him in the federation in the fall of 
1998. She forged Jarrett and Owen Hart 
into an effective tandem, leading them 
to the World tag team title in January 
1999. Debra captured the women’s belt 
on May 10 of that year, and led Jarrett 
to the Intercontinental strap on May 25. 
She had a falling-out with Jarrett in 
the fall and went on hiatus to’help fian- 
cee Steve Austin recover from surgery. 
She and Steve also married in 2000: © 
Commissioner Mick Foley appointed her 
as lieutenant commissioner in late-2001.

Corporation, of which Ken Shamrock was a member, that Vince 
McMahon's daughter, Stephanie, might be next. ‘ 


Evil must have entered Ryan that night 
because something possessed her to turn 
against Ken to join Val Venis a few weeks 
jater. After Venis dumped Ryan, she 
joined Terri and Jacquelyn to become the 
third member of PMS. 

Ryan disappeared, for a while and 
emerged as Symphony in WCW. There, 
she served as valet for The Maestro. She 
attracted the eye of skirt-chasing Buff 
Bagwell, sparking a brief, lopsided feud 
between “Buff Daddy” and the foundering 
Maestro. That incident caused her rela- 
tionship with The Maestro to hit a sour 
note. Symphony left the stage. 

When not appearing in the major feder- 
ations, Shamrock has appeared on the | 
Northeast independent circuit, most 
notably NWA New Jersey. Regardless of 
her name, this young woman has a place 
in the business if she can find the right 
niche. 
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One glance at Penny Banner proves 
© that she has that rare kind of beauty that 
isn’t erased by time. She’s still a looker, 
although her wrestling prime was in the 
late-1950s and early-’60s. Perhaps the 
secret is that Banner remains physically ~ 
active, and has even won medals at the 
_ Senior Olympic Games. 

There’s one word to summarize her: 

“Wow.” That’s probably why she was nick- 
named the “Wow Girl” after she and tag 
team partner Lorraine Johnson modeled biki- 
nis in a now-famous publicity photo. 

Yet Banner was tough as well as beautiful. 
She’s remembered for a vicious Texas feud that 
pitted herself and then-husband Johnny Weaver 

against Verne Bottoms and “Dandy” Jack 
Donovan in several mixed tag team matches. 

In addition, Banner was the perennial top con- 
tender to-June Byers’ women’s title. In 1961, she 
won a tournament final to become the first AWA 
women’s champion. As the AWA titleholder, she 
retired undefeated. , 

Ironically, Banner might have been less famous 
than one of her devoted fans. She dated Elvis 
Presley three times in five years. He watched her 
matches and she visited him at Graceland.

While Devine struggled 
against Martel, she dominated 
Judy Martin and Diane Hoff- 
man. She also battled the most 
famous female grapplers of her 
era, including Wendi Richter 
and the emerging Madusa 
Miceli. 

After the AWA folded in 
1990, Devine hit the indepen- 
dent circuit. By the mid-1990s, 
she was feuding with rookie 
Psycho Cybil and teaming with 
Lisa Handzal.

Madusa underwent a makeover in 1993 and was marketed as Alundra | 
Blayze in the WWF. She defeated Heidi Lee Morgan for the reactivated 
WWF women’s title that December. She dropped the title twice, to Bull 
Nakano and Bertha Faye (Rhonda Singh), but heid it for the most part 
until the fall of 1996. Citing Vince McMahon’s unwillingness to keep: 
her busy, Madusa showed up on Monday Nitro, where she tossed thi 
WWF women’s title belt into a trash can. Unfortunately, her WC’ 
career was cut short when, Akira Hokuto beat her in a retirement 
match in 1997. 

Madusa returned in 1999 as a valet for Randy Savage and, despite 
losing her retirement match, became the first female WCW cruiser 
weight champion.

Talk about hanging around the wrong crowd. Chastity has included 
The Sandman, Raven, Justin Credible, and Chris Kanyon among her 
best friends. She has managed all of them, in fact, and got 
involved in her share of snarling, scratching catfights along 
the way. 

Chastity made her debut for the Mid-Eastern Wrestling 
Federation in August 1996, but it wasn’t until Chastity sat 
in the crowd for a series of ECW shows in early-’97 that ~ 
she was really noticed. And why not? Any woman who 
presented herself as. being obsessed with Stevie 
Richards was bound to get noticed by the fans, if not =

She began managing Richards in the Blue World 
Order, but Chastity soon realized her folly and 
dumped them at the first opportunity.

Chastity left Raven after a few months to guide 
the careers of Paul Diamond and Roadkill for 
the remainder of '97. In early-1998, Chastity A 
joined Jason and rising star Justin 
Credible. Her relationship with Credible 
turned romantic ... until she discov- 
ered that Credible was cheating on 
her. She challenged Credible’s 
new girlfriend, who happened to 
be in the crowd, to a fight. 
Credible whacked Chastity’s 
head with his Singapore cane. 

Old friend Raven invited | 
Chastity to join him in WCW in %| 
early-’99. WCW referred to her as § 
Raven’s “sister.” But she turned 
against Raven to join Hak (The 
Sandman) at that year’s Un- 
censored. 

Her WCW career effectively 
ended when Hak was injured 
at Bash at the Beach ’99. WCW 
didn’t extend her contract 
when it expired that December. 
Since that time, Chastity has 
appeared in Xtreme Pro Wres- 
tling and various independent 
Northeast promotions. 
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The image of Hyatt, wearing a tight T-shirt and shorts, dominat- we 
ed Southern wrestling during the 1980s.

In 1998, Hyatt appeared in NWA Champ- 
ionship Wrestling America, where she was 
part of an invasion of ex-ECW stars com- 
prised of Tod Gordon, Stevie Richards, Rocco 
Rock, 911, and others. She was a tasteless 
accomplice in helping Gordon ridicule the 
memory of her former husband, Eddie Gilbert.

Elizabeth resurfaced in WCW and, while in 
Savage’s corner, handed her shoe to Ric Flair, who 
used it to beat the “Macho Man” for the World title. 
She formed an effective partnership with Woman as 
an associate of the Four Horsemen. ‘ 

She was underutilized as Eric Bischoff's adminis- 
trative assistant in the NWO, becoming lost in the 
black-and-white background. She regained some of 
her former presence as, Lex Luger’s manager in 
1999 until being released from WCW in 2000, 

Elizabeth was the first to elevate females from 
mere valets to successful managers. Today’s crop 
of divas owes her a debt of gratitude.

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This was one of the rare occasions when the sequel 
outdid the original. “Gorgeous” Jim Garvin was the 
most hated wrestler in the World Class promotion in 
1983, and most of that hatred stemmed from his 
reliance on Sunshine, who frequently sprayed perfume 
in his opponents’ eyes and interfered physically in his 
matches. Sunshine did so much interfering, in fact, that 
Garvin decided she was overworked and hired an assis- 
tant for her, initially named Sunshine Il. 

The relationship became catty as the original 
Sunshine left Garvin and feuded with her former assis- 
tant. Garvin renamed his new love interest Precious, 
after his first valet. 

Garvin left World Class for a tour of Japan and, upon 
returning to the U.S., challenged AWA World champion 
Rick Martel in late-1984. Precious was a major factor in 
those matches, interfering at every opportunity. Garvin 
feared for his valet’s safety and hired Butch Reed as her 
bodyguard. That didn’t last long, as Reed realized 
Precious was capable of taking care of nerself. She was 
an effective ringside force during Garvin's AWA World 
tag team title reign with “Mr. Electricity” Steve Regal in 
1985 and '86. 

Precious continued her conniving ways when Garvin 
joined World Championship Wrestling in the spring of 
1986. Behind the scenes, however, Precious worked 
hard to reunite Jim with his estranged brother, fan- 
favorite Ron Garvin. 


When manager Jim Cornette threw a fire- 


ball in Ron’s face, Precious finally got her = r 


wish. Jim Garvin, out of overwhelming con- 
cern, joined his brother in the ambulance 
ride to the hospital. After that single inci- 
dent, Precious remained World 
Championship Wrestling’s most popular 
valet until her retirement in the late-’80s. 
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“Hee, hee, hee, hee. That's’ funny 
one, Mr. Sheffield!”

Getting funky was her thang. 
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Many women claim to look like models, but Helen 
Hild was the real deal. She left her hometown of 
Philadelphia and pursued a professional modeling 
career. A promoter discovered Hild while she was on a 
modeling assignment in Austin, Texas. 

Hild was as graceful in the ring as she was in the stu- 
dio. Eventually, Hild met fellow wrestler “Iron” Mike 
DiBiase, whom she later married. On January 19, 1954, 
she gave birth to a “million-dollar baby,” Ted DiBiase, 
in Omaha, Nebraska. 


Her husband died of a heart attack following a 
match against Man Mountain Mike on July 2, 1969. 
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The Kat might have been “The King’s” wife, but the WWF didn’t 
treat her like a queen. The WWF fired Stacy Carter in early-March, 
and Lawler tendered his resignation as a show of support. 

Unfortunately for Carter, she was in the midst of her biggest push 
ever. She had formed the Right To Nudity with The Acolytes and * 
tried to strip on live television on a few occasions before the Right 
To Censor intervened. The Kat was forced to join the RTC when 
her Lawler lost to Stevie Richards in February. 

As the Right To Nudity storyline suggests, Carter has always 
been a bit too eager to please her fans. She has the dubious ; 


pay-per-view (Armageddon 99). 

It's true that Carter's exhibitionism exceeds her considerable //q” 
athleticism. Yet.both of those qualities worked to Carter’s ben- 
efit on December 12, 1999, when she captured the WWF 
women’s title in a four-way evening gown match held in a 
pool. On February 12, 2000, Carter was outfoxed by a mys- A 
tery opponent named “Hervena” in a “lumberjill snow & 
bunny” match. Hervena was revealed as Harvey Wippleman, 
who was awarded the women’s belt. 

Carter debuted in the WWF as Miss Kitty, who was hired by Jeff - 
Jarrett to assist his manager, Debra. As The Kat, she revamped herself into a ‘ma

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The era of the “Rock ’n’ Wrestling Connection” might have been the 
only time Hulk Hogan had to share equal billing with someone else. In 
fact, it was a very unlikely individual who shares credit for the onset of 
the 1980s wrestling boom: Wendi Richter. 

For a person who used to go by the nickname “Texas Cowgirl,” being 
the star of the “Rock 'n’ Wrestling Connection” was strange indeed. But 
that's exactly what happened 
when Cyndi Lauper led 
Richter to a victory over 
Fabulous Moolah for the 
WWF women’s title at 
MTV's “Brawl To Settle It 
All” in June 1984. She 
dropped the belt to Lelani Kai 
in February 1985, and then 
regained it at WrestleMania |. 

Although Richter may have thought 
she was an indispensable diva, she was 
the first of many women to whom Vince 
McMahon proved otherwise. In a scandal 
that predated the Survivor Series double- 
cross of Bret Hart by a dozen years, McMahon 
arranged to have Fabulous Moolah masquerade 
as The Spider Lady during a November 1985 
match in Madison Square Garden. Before Richter 
could react, the masked Moolah had the superstar’s 
shoulders on the mat for the three-count. 

Despite a reign as AWA women’s champ a few 
months later, Richter never regained her former glory. 
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Being raised by a mother who hap- 
pened to be a history professor was, 
believe it or not, great preparation — 
for Helena Heavenly’s wrestling 
career. The constant uprooting 
and unpacking, as they moved 
from one university town to 
another over 20 times, helped 

Heavenly become accustomed to 

the traveling grind associated 

with a pro wrestling lifestyle. 
She wanted to be involved in 
wrestling since age eight. As soon as she 
was able, Heavenly enrolled in Les Thatcher's 
training school and has since become a’ top star in 
the Heartland Wrestling Association, a WWF affiliate. 

Becoming a WWF star is one of Heavenly’s goals. But — 
the 25-year-old diva has plenty to keep her busy in the 
meantime. Besides her HWA appearances, Heavenly 

plans to graduate from Ohio State University with a 

degree in theater. Imagine sitting next to this lovely red- 

head in class! :

Dawn Marie laid out the future Lita for 
her efforts. 

Lita still has the tattoo, but she now seems tooth- 
sweetening wholesome.

The interplay among Lita, the Hardys, 
Austin, and the Helmsleys will grip the 
WWF for months to come. 
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She is Woman, and we've heard 
her roar. Never has a woman who 
looked so good been so bad. 
Woman knows how to put on the 
innocent act, too, as was proven by 
her masquerade as Robin Green in 
4990. Wearing nerdy glasses and 
chomping gum, Robin didn’t look like 
a sizzling siren to anyone—except 
Rick Steiner. Striking a friendship 
with the “Dog-Faced Gremlin” was 
only a ruse to cause the Steiner 
brothers to lose the NWA World tag 
team title to her team, Doom. 

Poor Rick didn't know about her 
wicked past. As Fallen Angel, she 
helped Kevin Sullivan in his terroriza- 
tion of the Florida scene in the early- 
’80s. Knowing that she led Sullivan 
around by dog chains while handling 
snakes would have been a tip off 
that she wasn't so pure. 

But Woman has a classy side, 
which she displayed as Doom’s 
manager and, later, as the manager 
of ECW champ Shane Douglas. In 
fact, Ric Flair recruited her as a philly 
for the Four Horsemen in the mid- 
1990s. She became particularly 
close to Horseman Chris Benoit, 
assisting him in a lengthy feud 
against Sullivan. She and Benoit are 
currently raising a son. 
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Is Tracy the next Trish 
Stratus? She could be WWF- 
bound if Ron Hutchison of the 
Apocalypse Wrestling Fed- 
eration has his way. Stratus 
got her start in the Toronto- 
based promotion, and Tracy 
looks as if she can duplicate 
the WWF diva’s success. 

Tracy debuted on April 16, 
2000, as the “guest hairstyl- 
ist” of a hair vs. hair match 
between Ms. B. Haven, who is 
actually a man, and Jason 
Sensation, best known for his 
impersonation of Owen Hart a 
few years ago. As bizarre as 
that contest was, nothing 
took away from the enthusi- 
astic crowd response toward 
Tracy. 

It was no surprise when 
Tracy was crowned “Miss 
Apocalypse Wrestling” at the 
promotion’s first-ever “Bikini 
Bash” last June. Yet Tracy 
wasn’t satisfied with simply 
looking pretty good; she 
wanted a pretty good wres- 
tling career, too. 

The 5°4”, 134-pounder 
defeated Ms. B. Haven in her 
debut effort on January 14, 
2001. Proving it wasn't a 
fluke, Tracy beat the former 
AWF champ in their rematch 
at “When Divas Collide.” Most 
recently, she teamed with 
“Club Studd” Tony Mack to 
defeat Viadimira Urkov and 
Mysterious Mayhem in a 
mixed tag team match. 

Already a popular calendar 
girl throughout Canada, Tracy 
wants to follow Missy Hyatt’s 
lead and become the second 
female AWF champion.

Jr.) on June 6. 

Daffney remained in the corner of her good friend, Crowbar, for 
the next six months while ignoring his hints for a more serious 
relationship. WCW released her 
in February 2001.

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The initials “B.B” don’t stand for “big” and “busty,” although one glance at this chesty paramedic 
explains why they would apply. She claimed those initials stood for her name, Barbara Bush. Whether 
she’s a member of the First Family isn’t certain, but you can bet that George W.’s mother never looked) this 
good. His daughter, also named Barbara, might be a candidate ... but, no, she can actually see her lap. 

B.B. gained notoriety as the WWF's resident paramedic, who often leaned over fallen wrestlers to see if 
they still had a pulse. Unfortunately, they were often too battered to enjoy the view. 

Eventually, B.B. was lulled into ring action by the jealous vixens of the WWF. She does have one pay- 
per-view match to her credit. At Armageddon '99, she lost in a four-way evening gown match, which took 
place in a pool. The other losers included Ivory and Jacquelyn. The Kat captured the championship. At the 
end of the match, The Kat exposed her breasts. Most fans in the crowd wished it had been B.B. 

The beautiful blonde’s last appearance was in January 2000, when Buh Buh Ray Dudley made her a vic- 
tim of his top-rope power-bomb through a table. B.B. was sent to the E.R. stat.

She is the all-American 
sweetheart gone wrong. Dawn 
Marie was a regular on the 
Northeast independent circuit 
and cultivated a reputation for 
being good-natured and 
wholesome. While her bratty 
debutante gimmick was a 
stale routine, she was immedi- 
ately forgiven whenever she 
entered the ring wearing her 
short dresses. 

Dawn Marie joined ECW as 
Lance Storm’s valet to combat 
the duo of Chris Candido and 
Tammy Lynn Sytch. Dawn 
Marie and Tammy engaged in 
catfights night after night. 
Their feud climaxed when 
Miss Congeniality (Lita) held 
Tammy as Dawn Marie pad- 
dled her on national televi- 
sion. Always grateful, ‘Dawn 
Marie then knocked out Miss 
Congeniality with the paddle. 

Even before Tammy and 
Congeniality left ECW, Dawn- 
Marie directly challenged the 
“Queen Of Extreme,” Fran- 
cine. Dawn Marie was an even 
match for Francine, and their 
feud raged for two years. 

Her crowning achievement 
was her role with ECW World 
tag team champions The Im- 
pact Players, comprised of 
Storm and Justin Credible. 
The Players tolerated Dawn 
Marie’s incessant screams of 
“Pm a star! I’m a star!” during 
interviews because she was 
an invaluable ally at ringside. 

, She has the dubious distinc- 
tion of winning the Wrestling 
Bad Guys Manager of the 
Year Award in 2000. 

Dawn Marie struggled to 
find her niche after Storm left 
for WCW. Since that time, she 
has been both an in-ring ally 
and enemy of her boyfriend, 
Simon Diamond. 
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Long before Triple-H and Chyna\ made Killer Kowalski’s 
training school famous, Misty Blue Simmes put the 
Massachusetts facility on the wrestling map. Kowalski's 
International Wrestling Federation, an offshoot of the 
training school, was just getting started in 1985 when 
an all-American beauty became its number-one draw. 

Ironically, the IWF’s men’s champions remained 
obscure while IWF women’s champ Simmes became, //, 
arguably, the U.S.’s top independent star, male or 
female. The native of Glens Falls, New York, ener- 
gized the women's scene following Wendi Richter’s 
mainstream departure. . 

The fiercest challenger to Simmes’ IWF 
women’s belt in the late-'80s was Comrade 
Orga. Kat LeRoux was not only a top 
contender, but also a frequent ta 
team partner. 

In an unprecedented decree, the 
NWA Board of Governors appoint- 
ed Simmes the first U.S. women’s § 
Champion on September 10, 1986. — 
Linda Dallas, a fellow graduate of 
the Kowalski school, emerged as 
the top contender to both Simmes’ 
NWA U.S. and IWF women’s 
straps. By 1989, their feud had 
Spread to the AWA. 

Simmes, who was once profiled 
by The Today Show, reduced her 
schedule by the early-1990s. Her 
last major run was in the Ladies 
Professional Wrestling Association. 

She was a chemist by trade and 
the president of her own chemical 
company. Simmes also has a varied 
athletic background, as a former cap- 
tain of the U.S. women’s boxing team 
and a long-distance runner. 


Th iss For girls Kara’s 


age. there weren't too 
many role models in 
wrestling back in the 
“80s. But there was one exception: 
Miss Elizabeth. Kara often fantasized 
about a career in wrestling and exud- 
ing class just like Elizabeth. 
It remained a fantasy until she con- 
tacted Carmine Sabia. promoter of Stars 
and Stripes Championship Wrestling in 
Nutley, New Jersey. Sabia referred Kara to 
A.J. Sparxx, co-promoter of New Jersey's Inde- 
pendent Wrestling Federation. Sparxx and wrestler 
Kevin Knight trained Kara to be a manager. 
While still in training. Kara watched 
helplessly as her trainer. Kevin 
Knight. was beaten unmercifully 
by several rivals at an IWF 
show. Kara jumped the guard- 
rail to protect Knight. and 
then became embroiled 
in a fight with Bob- 
cat. 


That alterca- 
tion convinced 
Kara to en- 
roll at Gino 
Caruso’s 
East 
Coast 
Profes- 
sional Wres- 
tling training 
school. Finally. 
Kara could defend
